Class of 201 0 boasts impres si ve statistics

With the start of a new 
school year, a new class of 
freshmen was incorporated 
into the student body at 
Lebanon Valley College. 

There are 450 new students. 
Bill Brown, Dean of 
Admissions and Financial Aid, 
said at convocation. 

They "represent 11 states 
and three foreign countries," 
he added. These 450 students 
contain 13 valedictorians, 6 
salutatorians, and 8 class pres- 
idents. Brown added that there 
were a variety of academic and 
extracur r i c u hi r interests 
among tlic class. 

One of the special qualities 



of this class, he said, was that 
"It seemed as though there is 
a. ..higher number of students 
who were actively involved in 
service in their high school 
cweers." 

ThS' new class is also very 
Strong academically. Two stu- 
dents received the President's 
Award (a full-tuition scholar- 
ship based on overall perform- 
ance), and 215 are Vickroy 
Scholars (50% tuition reduc- 
tion, primarily determined by 
class rank). "Performance in 
high school is the great predic- 
tor of collegiate success," 
Brown added. 

Extracurricular involvement 
is also high in the incoming 
class. Sixty-two percent were 
involved in athletics in high 



school, 44% in music, and 
27% in theater, said Brown. 
He encouraged students to 
continue developing ' these 
interests, saying, "involvement 
in college life is part of the 
educational process." 

Brown encouraged the 
freshman to "throw yourself 
into this experience. There is 
so much to take advantage of." 

He asked upperclassmen to 
help incoming freshmen 
become a part of college life, 
saying, "everybody remembers 
what it was like to be a &esh- 
man." 

A Lebanon Valley College 
graduate himself.

Every once in a while there 
comes a band that is not set 
apart from the rest of the pack 
by immensely evident talent oi' 
completely innovative and 
unique sound, but that sticks out 
nonetheless.

generations, the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy or Martin 
Luther King, It., epitomised 
such instances. But college stu- 
dents, he submitted, will always 
remember where they were on 
September 11, 2001. Toll pro- 
ceeded to introduce the lec- 
ture's keynote speaker, Lynne 
Schofield, noting that her 
mother was a passenger aboard 
American Airlines Flight 77, 
the plane that crashed into the 
Pentagon, He also added that 
Lebanon Valley College will be 
donating $250 to Schofield's 
Foundation, "Our Voices 
Together." 

Schofield's presentation, 
tided "Building a Safer, More 
Compassionate World/' 
focused on answering the ques- 
tion, "What can 1 do?'' 

"We've seen terrorism's 
power to attecl policies and 
ftmd allocation increase expo- 
nentially since 9/11," she said. 
"But effective counter-terror- 
ism measures must include 
more than military action." 

Since her mother's death, 
Schofield has been actively 
involved in the compassionate, 
reparative hemisphere of the 
terrorist attacks. She used her 
victim's compensation fiLnds to 
co-found "Our , Voices 



Together," a foandation which 
strives to cultivate tolerance 
and goodwill on a global scale. 
However, - the benevolence 
seen immediately after 9/11 
has largely dissipated. 

"People wanted to help to 
reaffirm their own humanity," 
Schofield said. "We want to be 
the beacon that rekindles that 
sentiment." 

Schofield provided the anal- 
ogy of a "one-armed Cyclops," 
asserting that the United 
States' policy of not distin- 
guishing between terrorists and 
cotmtries that harbor them is 
provincial and inherentiy bel- 
ligerent. "Terrorists believe 
diat fear and hatred are the 
best ways to convey their mes- 
sage, but we should not let that 
undermine our ability to use 
compassiuii and lajmpiiLU) iij 
convey ours," she said. 

Schofield went on to quote 
sociologist Margaret Mead, 
encouraging the audience to 
"Never doubt that a small 
group of committed citizens 
can change the world." 

The presentation segued into 
a series of video interviews 
with the families of victims, all 
of whom have taken action in 
some shape or form. Sally

with OVT in Washington, 
D.C-, or signing OVT's peti- 
tion, "Responsibilities of the 
Global Community." 

"We can't change the past," 
she conceded, "but together, 
we can help shape the 
future." 

Dr. Diane Johnson, assis- 
tant professor of Political 
Science at Lebanon Valley, 
followed Schofield with a 
commentary about democra- 
cy in terms of patriotism. 

"It has become popular for 
those who do not support the 
war in Iraq to be labeled 'un- 
American,'" she said. Johnson 
paralleled that notion with 
McCarthyism, adding that, 
"Debate is central to 



Democracy, and more 
American than anything." 

Jolinson's subsequent argu- 
ment challenged Vice 
President Dick Cheney's pro- 
posal that organizing a time- 
line for withdrawal from Iraq 
"validates the efforts of the 
terrorists." While all adminis- 
trations will defend their poli- 
cies, she admitted, the fact 
thai Americans persist in 
debating proves that "democ- 
racy is alive and working." 

Johnson also noted that 
free speech was the backdrop 
nf the development nf the 
September 11 Commission, 
and displayed the product of 
its efforts: the 600-page 
report of the findings of the 
Commission, available to the 
"public in paperback. 

Following tlie lectures was 



a brief question-and-answer 
session. David Bohr '97, 
asked, "The title of your lec- 
mre is 'Building a Safer, More 
Compassionate World.' How 
would you define compas- 
sion?" Schofield responded 
that compassion means 
focusing on the needs of oth- 
ers rather than the needs of 
oneself. 

"We want to give personal 
resources, rime and energy to 
their cause," she said. 

Johnson added, "It also 
means having sympathy for 
the suffcrini; of others."

Senator from his state passes 
away, the govetnot appoints 
the young Smith to replace 
the fallen politician's spot in 
th« Senate chamber. The 
story is a modem day fairy 
tak'. where ilicj iiicali'^ric patri- 
ot is ushered into the political 
realm of corrupt political 
giants who observe his 
naivety and underestimate his 
tenacity. 

No one loves liis country — 
and everything It stands for — 
more than Smith, .is l-.c i^ t.is 
cinated by the Capital and all 
of its monuments and history. 
When he first arrives in 
Washington, Smith hops on a 
five-hour tour-guiding bus, 
taking in ail of the sights in a 
daze of awe, reflecting partic- 
ular at the Abe Lincoln 
memorial.

Eisenheim "The Illusionist" captivates audience

impressed with Eisenheim's 
ability as a performer and ques- 
tions whether his powers actual- 
ly come from the sunernatural 
realm.

Alternative Energy Lecture Discusses Wind Power for Campus

Smdents, residents, and advo- 
cates alike assembled in Chapel 
103 last Wednesday, September 
20 at 7 p.m. to pardcipate in a 
thought-provoking alternative 
energy discussion. Lebanon 
\'al)ey College's environmental 
group, Swdeni Action for the 
Earth ^AFE), sponsored the 
event, inviting a representative 
from the PtnnsvKaiiia League 
of Conservation Voters to pro- 
vide scholady insight toward the 
prospect of installing a wind 
aiergy system on campus. 

Nearly every seat was tilled 
when Michael Fedor, the 
league's Executive Director, 
made his opening remarks. 

"I'm glad you could all come 
out tonight. Hic ifect that we 



have such a turnout certainly 
shows a lot of interest in the 
community," he said. 

Fedor continued by noting 
that be wanted the audience to 
learn firom one another, and not 
to just listen to him Iccmre. He 
also noted his responsibility as 
an advisor on the subject. 

"My role tonight is not to 
become an advocate on one side 
or the other. It's to help us figure 
out how we can wotk as a com- 
munity to agree on and reach 
our goals," 

As a precursor to the lecmre, 
Fedot supplied a definiridn for 
his organization, stating that the 
League of Conservation Voters 
strives to reach out to the voting 
public in order to elect pro-envi- 
ronment candidates. He ^wanted 
to be dear, emphasizing that the 
League is not a partisan organi- 
zation, nor is it for profit 



Fedor proceeded by querying 
the audience regarding their 
thoughts on long and short- 
term goals. 

"Instead of buying green 
energy, we want to generate it. I 
think that's symbolic of where 
we want to go with energy as a 
college," said student Alex 
Reber '07. 

Expanding on Rebcr's 
thoughts, Fedor added, "'We're 
also aiming to cut dependence 
on fore^ oil and conserve nat- 
ural resources." 

Fedor went on to say that the 
college should use this opportu- 
nity as a "teachable moment," 
referencing the fact that other 
institutions nationwide have cre- 
ated dasses and offered intern- 
ships when implementing green 
energy on their campuses. 

Fedor*s next topic outlined the 
ptos and cons of ins ta lli ng a 



wind farm. 
"There are a lot of advantages 

to wind energy. There are zero 
emissigns, and it is the most 
effective alternative energy 
source. There's also very littic 
maintenance involved, A typical 
turbine might require a checkup 
once every six months." 

He also conceded tiiat, as with 
any technology, there are cons 
to be considered. Aside from 
excess noise pollution, aerial life, 
espedally migrator;- birds, could 
be affected. Additionally, in such 
a rural area, there would be a 
conspicuotis visual impact 

fk- [iddc-d, "A 10 kilowatt- 
hour [wind] farm might cost up 
to $35,000, so there's also the 
matter of reaching that levd of 
fiscal achievement," 

Bearing all of those factors m 
mind, Fedor proposed a hypo- 
thetical implementation scenario 



for a Lebanon Valley CoUugc 
wind farm. 

"The first step would be to 
determine the average annual 
wind speed at optimal locations 
across the campus. That ?pectl 
has to be at least eleven miles 
per hour for wind energy to 
even be an option. Othenmse, 
we're going to have to start con- 
sidering other alternatives," said 
Fedor. 

The second and third steps 

entail calculating the campus' 
average energy consumption, 
and conducting an environmen- 
tal survey to verify the impact 
the project would have on the 
environment. Fedor suggested 
starting small. 

"Try, for example, powering 
jusr the outdoor lighting You 
can gauge every environmental 
and economic fector, and go 
from there," he explained.

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Wolfe Speaks on 'Culture War'

.Akn Wolfe, a Boston 
College professor, spoke in the 
LcL-dy Theater on Wednesday, 
September 20 to discuss "The 
Future of the American 
Culture Wat," as part of the 
college's 2006-2007 
Colloquium series, 
"Democracy and its 
Discontents." 

Wolfe has written many 
books and also contributed to 
former president BiU Clinton's 
1 995 State of the Union 
address. 

Wolfe began by discussing 
the emergence of tlie "culture 
war" in America, in which 
issues such as abortion and gay 
ni.u riage are debated, and why 
he believes this "war" is com- 
ing to a close. 

He said that ■viiiile some may 
think religion-based govern- 
ment is closer to reality than 



ever in American politics, 
"these tears of an American 
theocracy are overdrawn." - 

First, he believes separation 
of church and state is still an 
important factor in America. 

"The culture war will contin- 
ue as long as attracting reli- 
gious voters benefits one party 
more than the other," Wolfe 
said. 

He added that he does not 
think this strategy will be 
effective for much longer. 

Making a second point 
Wolfe said, "there has never 
been a religious majority of 
this country." 

FolloAt'ing this point, he dis- 
cussed the diversity of reli- 
gions and denominauons in 
America today. 

Finally, he said, "there has 
always been a h'l^ difference" 
between religion m theory and 
reUgion in practice in the 
United States. Many 
Americans believe strongly 



that they are correct in their 
religious beliefs. 

However, "In practice we 
tend to sort of want to get 
alon^ with one another," 
Wolfe said. 

Wolfe then aliswefed ques- 
tions from the audience, 
including one on the role of 
Islam in America today. He 
said tiiat Islam will soon sur- 
pass Judaism as the largest 
non- Christian religion in the 
United States. 

"A very large [number] of 
Muslims in the United States 
are natural -born Americans 
converted to Islam," he said. 

Wolfe advocates the creation 
of the first Muslim university" 
and the first Muslim seminary 
in the United States. 

"When we look back in ret- 
rospect and say, 'Why did the 
culture war happen?'...! think 
the answer will be, 'there was 
n't anything else."

Gore shows and explains 
charts, graphs, side-by-side 
"Then and Now" comparisons 
of snowcaps and glaciers, and 
an amusing Futurama clip, as 
well as what scientists predict 
would happen ?h(.iuld 
Greenland or Antarcttca melt

Gore also answers a lot of the 
naysavers in his presentadon, 
especially about how we can bal- 
ance economy with the environ- 
ment.

Ultimately, 
we decided that our voice need- 
ed to be heard by President 
MacDon:!!d to see what rhc col- 
lege could do for us. During our 
meeting we spoke about the ten- 
sion between the citizens of 
AnnviUe and the college. It was 
clear to us that this was the ori- 
gin of this inappropriate police 
behavior. And that taking steps 
outside of Valley Fest to com- 
municate with the town and the 
police department would over

"The Black Dahlia" Needs Clarity

From director Brian Dc 
Palma comes a fJm based on 
the book The Black Dahlia. 
The film stars heartthrob Josh 
Hartnctt, Scarlett Johansson, 
Hilary Swank, Aaron Eckhart, 
and Mia Kirshner. Expectations 
were high, knowing De Palma 
directed Mission; Impossible 
and Scarface, a classic among 
movie buffs, bat disappoint- 
ment ensued. 

In LA. during the 1940's two 
detectives, Bucky {Hattnett) and 
Lee (Eckhart), are assigned to 
the Dahlia (AKA Elizabeth 
Short) case, not knowing that 
this case would define their 
careers and destroy them as 
individuals.

All the characters' unscrupu- 
lous behavior and crazy person- 
alities could be correlated to the 
current-daj- motto and lifestyle 
of "sex, drugs, and rock-and- 
roll." 

AU the characters involved 
with the murder meet with 
unfortunate fates, and it seems 
as though the Dahlia murder 
was the King Tut of current 
mvster\'.

Melodic, melodramatic, and 
moody, B.L.A.M. is quite the 
opposite of the BNL's past 
sound. However, the quahty and 
characrer of the music has never 
been higher fot the group. 
While it may not sound like a 
BNL album, it's definitely a 
grear album nonetheless. 

Kicking off the album is the 
soft and mellow "Adrift." The 
tide matches the tone as the 
tune treads along at a leisurely 
pace and with a tranquil tenor.

That BNL 
humor still pervades the album, 
but tatiier than being played up,

Fedor concluded with a few 
personal words of advice. 

"Think beyond your personal 
goals. The project should be 

scalable and expandable. ..it 
should not die when you gradu- 
ate."

As part of the Disappearing 
Bouiidiines Scienct 
Symposium, on Friday, Sepc 
29, Bryan Rchm, a 1998 LVC 
gniduatc and hii^li schcw>l sci- 
ence teacher of eight years, 
returned to share his experience 
and ad\'ice in his speech enti- 
tled "General Lessons from the 
Dover Area School District 
Intelligent Design Trial." 

Rehm was a physics teacher 
at Dover Area High School in 
York, Pa. when the school 
board \'oted 6-3 in favor of 
m.ind.uing intelligent design in 
the school's science curriculum. 
As an educator and cnncerTn;il 
p.irtnt in hi'- crunmunity 

and church, Rehm felt the 
board's decision was unconsti- 
tutional and decided to resign 
so he could focus on changing 
the board's mind. His efforts to 



overturn (he outcome would - 
end in success after a four-year 
debate. 

Rchm said, "None of this 
could have happened without a 
ujiified science department. We 
came to a consensus on what 
science was and what we want- 
ed die Dover Area science 
department to represent" 

Rehm spoke for the depart- 
ment when he said, "We felt it 
[the science program] should 
represent science, not what 
someone tiiougjit science was 
about." 

According to Rehm, the 
school board knew nothing 
about science and was \ery dis- 
respectful throughout the 
ileli.iic. TliL- tlistL'-^pL-ct w.i^ 
dcmonsrrait i.1 \\ tIimIIv and h\- 
the board destro)*ing docu- 
ments, according to Rehm. The 
board's initial decision required 
the biologj' teachers to rewrite 
the curriculum and eliminate the 



teaching of Evolution, or else 
reserve 50% of the class rime to 
also teach Creationisni. ^ A*£^ 

In ^i^_|)^esentarion, Rehm. 
pointed out that d ie science 
department collectively had 
approximately 42 years of sci- 
ence-teaching experience. In the 
debates, they argued to the 
school board that: Intelligent 
design does not belong in die 
science classroom because it is 
not science; Evolution is a state 
standard; and Evolution is what 
students will need to know if 
they pursue biologj- in college. 

After presenting their case, 
the department was unable to 
get thtj decision overturned with 
the hiwrd <ir state organizations, 
pt"' jnipiiny Ri.-liiii, -.iliing Uh 
L-ight others, to file a lawsuit 
against the school board. 

On Dec. 20, 2005, a federal 
cimri judge in Harrisbiil^ ruied 
in fn\'i:)r of Rehm and his co- 
p lai n tif f s.

Occasionallv, 1 ii:ui to ilig some 
out of the trash can. So when 
Mr. Wisner writes, "The stu- 
dents of the college took an 
active approach to make sure 
their voices were heard," fol- 
lowed by, "Apparently these 
\T)ices were ignored," I couldn't ' 
disagree more. 

Seven hundred of you signed 
the petition I wrote, but only a 
small minorit)- acmallv took the 
time to read it. It was an appeal 
to our college president to, "help 
us foster a better relationship" 
with the police department. It 
didn't specif)- how that was to be 
accomplished, but for my own 
part, I think free classes are a 
great place to start. 



Contrary to Mr. Wisner's con- 
clusion, 1 do not bclie\'e that 
offering free classes to the 
police is a "reward" for their 
misconduct. 1 see it simply as 
the first of many steps in repair- 
ing . town/gown relations. 
Furthermore, I think it's wrong 
to view education as something 
worrfij' of only a privileged few, 
and Mr. Wisner's article was 
peppered with phrases like, "this 
private institution," "our fine 
campus," and " an infringement 
on our privacy." I beUeve that 
very mentalitj- is at the root of 
our problems with the police. 
It's true that LVC is an expen- 
sive, private college, but does 
Mr. Wisner really think he 



deser^-es an education am more 
than anyone else just because lie 
has the means to pay for it? 
Personally, I'm glad the police 
can take free classes ,ie TA'C, and 
I hope tiiey take ad\"antage of 
the generous offer. It seems 
counterintuitive, but inviting the 
Annville police onto our cam- 
pus is a good idea, if we truly 
want them to stop coming onto 
our campus when they're not 
welcome. 

It remains to be seen whether 
the free classes will actually 
change our relationship, but to 
the seven hundred of you who 
signed the petition. President 
MacDonald

Students enrolled ui 
Advanced German 
Conver^auon, Cierman 101, or 
MLtlie\ al French Literature 
classes may not recognize the 
new face in front of them this 
vear, .\s the newest full-time 
assistant professor of German 
and French at Lebanon Valley 
College, Dr. Richard 
Chambcrlin not onlv wants to 
teach students the French and 
German languages, but says he 
also hopes to demonstrate to, 
iheni the importance of under- 
standing how the rest of the 
world lives. 

"I want to show people how 
to open themselves up to the 
world: look at the world around 
them, and with that knowledge, 
be able to look at their own 
world with a more critical and 
cosmopolitan perspective," he 



says. 

His promotion of global 
awareness may stem from the 
fact that he has plenty of expe- 
rience attending and teaching at 
different universities and col- 
leges across both the United 
States and the world, After earn- 
ing an undergraduate degree 
from Hillsdale College in 
Michigan, he continued his edu- 
cation, earning a master's degree 
in French and German and a 
doctorate in German literature 
from the University of 
Michigan. He has also studied at 
universities in both Germany 
and France, and has pre^usly 
taught at several universities in 
the Midwest, including the 
University of Michigan and 
Southetn Illinois I'niversit^-. 

As a foreign language profes- 
sor who has spent a lot of time 
in other countries, Chambedin 
is also an advocate of LVC's 
Study Abroad program. He 



hopes that by participating in 
this endeavor, students will be 
inspired to become more inter- 
ested in discovering what's hap- 
pening worldwide. 

'"\s AmcricaiT;, wc tend in be 
insulated from the test of the 
world ... In order to ht better 
citizens, we have to experience 
how the rest of the world lives 
and thinks, and that will shape 
how the rest of us live and 
think," he suggests. 

Chamberhn encourages all 
students to study abroad, 
because he says it is relevant to 
all majors and will give those 
students who do participate an 
advantage over those who don't. 

Still, despite his many travels, 
Chambedin has found Armville 
and LVC to be more than 
accommodating. He says that

A biology major, Jakazi plans 
to attend medical school to 
become a pediatrician.

Hopping' ari ocean away from 
home was both an exciting and a 
nervous adventure for jakazi.

Zepernick Discusses the Relationship between 
"The Commons" and Corporations

That system 
was satisfactory until the mid- 
1 7th century, when these owners 
began enforcing their superior 
status and power bv fencing off 
their land from outside interfer- 
ence. Zepernick said that today's 
struggle against corporate con- 
trol by "the commons" is just a 
latger version of this original 
En^sh commons' batde for sur- 
vival.

The weekend's incidcm " 
led to frustration among mem- 
bers of the student body They 
rallied togethetj generating per- 
sonal stories and concerns that 
were backed by over 700 signa- 
tures; this information was pre- 
sented to President MacDonald. 



He was verv receptive to these 
concerns, and as a result of the 
effort the Police and Town Com- 
missioner's board was created.

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LVC Attorneys Address Concerns about Student Rights

On W'l^dnesday, lS;o\. 1 the i;ul- 
lege attorneys, Elizabeth Ma- 
guschak and Curtis Sr;inili:uiqh, 
visited campus to address stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff about 
their rights and responsibilities in 
Pt-nnsyhani;i. 

Of patricular initrcst tu LVC 
students, Stambaugh, a former 
state trooper, addressed issues 
abuut searches, alcohol related 
crimes, and poEce misconduct. 
He noted that in Pfennsyivania, all 
privacy rights stem from the 
fourth amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution and Arncle One, 
Section Eight of the State Con- 
stitution. 

According to Stambaugh, in a 
mere encounter, a police officer 
■ can approach someone with no 
suspicion, but can only request 
information. If a search occurs, 
it is no longer a mere encounter. 

VfTien searching, an officer has 
three options depending on the 
situaiion; a permissive search, a 
Warrantless search, and a war- 
ranted search. A permissive 
search requires permission. 



bi.imhaugh noted that when 
asked, people tend to g^-ve police 
permission no matter what, 
though they do not have to grant 
permission whenever an ntticer 
requests. 

"If vou s:iy yes, the police will 
search," noted Stambaugh. "If 
they ask for your permission, 
that is your indicator that they 
l^^w thnt they don't have die 
level of suspicion necessary to 
conduct a search." 

The police cm ■■i. Arch without 
consent if they have probable 
cause to believe a crime has been 
committed and have either a war- 
rant or exigent circumstances. 
Stambaugh defines exigent cir- 
cumstances as anything that the 
passage of time will affect nega- 
tively. 

Many of the quesdons stu- 
dents had concerned alcohol of- 
fenses and proper police action, 

Stambaugh said that minors 
could be accused ot possession 
if they attempt to purchase, con- 
sume, possess, or knowingly and 
intentionallv transport any alco- 
holic beverage. Additionally, it a 
minor is caught in possession, 
the officer is required to dump it 
out in the person's presence. 



"W henever you arc dealing 
with law enforcement, check 'tiie 
attitude at the door," encouraged 
Stambaugh throughout his pres- 
entation. According to Stam- 
baugh, police officials often tty 
to incite reactions, causing peo- 
ple who are innocent to commit 
a come. 

He also noted that there are 
nianv loopholes that police can 
use to punish people. Once such 
loophole exists regarding breath- 
aiyztr tests. An accused driver 
has die right to refuse. However, 
when people sign for their li- 
censes, they consent to a breath- 
alyzer test if an officer suspects 
them uf driving under the influ- 
ence. 

If someone refuses, whether 
ultimately ffnind guiln* or not, 
the state Department of T'rans- 
por ration will suspend the per- 
son's license. 

.Mc< )hoI chars;e5 ate not limited 
to drivers and under-aged per- 
sons. If someone is of legal 
drinking age and drunk, depend- 
ing on the situation, he/she can 
be accused of being drunk in 
public or an intoxicated pedes- 
trian.

Students ate not the only ones 
deciding which classes to take 
next semester; the Annville po- 
lice department will be doing the 
same. After applying to, and then 
being accepted to, LVC, Annville 
Township police officers will be 
assigned advisors to discuss 
tlasses they can take to work to- 
wards their degree. According to 
the Continuing Education office, 
the college is offering a total of 
15 free courses per semester, 
whidi wiD be split between the 
" participating officers. 

Classes will be filled on a 
space-available basis, and mattic- 
ulated students will have priority' 
when it comes to registering. 
One officer is currentiy enrolled 
and has been working toward his 



Masters; Chief Michael Burdge is 
excited that his team is being 
given the chance to go back to 
school. 

The officets will usually be 
dressed in normal clothes, but 

may have to attend some classes 
in uniform in order to be pre- 
pared for emergencies. 

Chief Burdge notes iliai familv 
and full-time job obligations have 
stopped some of his officers 
from completing college. At least 
four officers are currentiy inter- 
ested in taking advantage of the 
coUege's offer. According to 
Burdge, most officers are inter- 
ested in I.VC's Sociology or 
Criminal Justice degrees, and one 
officer is even interested in pur- 
suing the school's Physical Tliet- 
apy program, 

Burdge himself is mterested in 
getting his degree in Criminal 



Justice, Business Adnunisirauon, 
ot even Education. Some officers 
would like a second career choice 
to fall back on. The police de- 
partment also views this as an 
opportimity to attract people to 
come work on Annville's police 
force. 

All of the officers have ex- 
pressed some apprehensions 
about coming to LVC, the most 
prominent -one being peer ac- 
ceptance. There has been a his- 
tory of tension between most 
students and the police depart- 
ment, but the pohce, as well as 
students and school administra- 
tion, hope to overcome it. 

Chief Burdge recognizes the 
student-signed petition, but ad- 
mits that through the opporm- 
nit)' of taking classes and the 
Community Relations Board, 
"everyone is going to learn from 



this, even the police." 

He also went on to say, '^ot 
everything we do the smdenrs are 
going to like. We're going to up- 
hold the law, we're not going to 
turn a blind eye to open violation 
of the law." 

However, he hopes the offices 
will be welcome into the class- 
room and seen as approachable, 
normal people, and not just po- 
Uce. 

According to Burdge, his offi- 
cers say that they are more intim- 
idated at rinj rlinught of walking 
into a classroom of 30 LVC sm- 
dents than walking into a bank 
robbery. 

Students have their own appre- 
hensions as well. Burdge assures 
that the officers will be focusir^ 
on their studies in the classroom 
and that they are not out to get 
anybody.

No; really. Scholarships 
j'Vround the U.S. (www.scholar- 
ships-ar-us.org), an online com- 
pilation of scholarship 
opportunities throughout the 
continental United States, will 
offer one $5,000 scholarship tr) a 
lucky collegiate blogger this year. 

An award of that magnitude 
may seem bulky for such a seem- 
ingly aibitrar\' topic. But Daniel 
Kovach, the founder of the web- 
site, begs to diffen 



"Those who are wdlmg to 
share their experiences [publicly] 
help make the worid a better 

place." 

Kovach isn't alone in his phi- 
losophy. Blogging (short for 
web-logging), which began as the 
next generation of journal-keep- 
ing has become an increasingly 
populjf trend amor^ politicians, 
executives, and students alike. 

The concept owes much of its 
success to the diversity offered 
by thelntemet. 

Unlike traditional jonrnnling, 
blogs combine text, photos, 
music, and various other media 
to create a more personal atmos- 



phere. 

Additionally, the web boasts 
exposure opportunities unparal- 
leled by alternative mediums, ami 
eventually, blogging sp.twncd an 
erltire industry. Among the most 
popular websites are Xanga and 
MvSpace, which offer "pre- 
mium" services to paying mem- 
bers. ' 

Blogging has proven popular 
in the college scene, too. The 
Facebook (www.facebook.com), 
apopular social networking web- 
sire, recendy initiated its "Notes" 
service. 

Very closely resembling a typi- 
cal blogging service, the distin- 



guishing factor for Facebook lies 
in its "Newsfeed," which update 
evervone within the associated 
network when a new note is 

posted. 

Lebanon * Valley College 
students, ho'W'e\'cr, appear indif- 
ferent to die blogging loop. In a 
random sample of 40 students, 
nearly 70% said they either do 
not keep or do not consistendy 
update a blog 

However, those who do blog 
typically do so across multiple 
venues. MySpacc emerged as the 
most popular service, followed 
closely by Xanga and Facebook.

Lynch noted, "We just want to 
have fun.

And if "Live for Community" 
is any indication, success won'r 
be an issue.

Unfortunately for the Fljing 
Dutchmen field hockey team, 
ihe rally against the Ursinus 
Rears came too late.

\ an's goal with only 2:07 to play 
in the game would not ^ 
enough to spark a comebaclf 
from lA'C in their Final Four 
match-up, played at Wiiham 
Smith College. 

The loss puts the final record 
for LVC at an impressive 20-3. 

After dictating the flow of 
play, Ursinus got on the board 
first when Karen Wendler snuck 
a shot by Dutchmen goaltender 
Katie Pawlewicz. 

LVC substitute Shauna Enck 
answered liack 10 minuTcs later. 
Enck took a bhut dial rockeicil 
into the nearside of the net, past 
jess Lamina, the Bears goalie. 
Sullivan recorded an assist on 
the play, giving her 14 on the 
season, surpassing tiie record set 
by Alyssa Stine in 2004. 

The Bears went up by two in 
the second half and the Dutch- 
men were unable to comeback.

This year was a banner year for 
both the lA'C fielc] In ickcv ream and 
the Dutchmca football squad. For 
the first time in 14 years, the football 
team finished a season with a win- 
ning record, and deservedly so. The 
field hockey team finished with a 
record of 20-3 after making the Di- 
vision III Final Four for only the 
rhird time in their historv. 

There were two athletes on these 
teams that stood out above the rest. 

Adam Brossman and Mimi Sulli- 
van performed ViHth excellence and 
character and thus have been named 
La Vie CoUegierme's Athletes of the 
Ycnr for the Fall season. 

Brossman, who was named to the 
,ill-MAC team for the second year in 
a row, tore his way through the 
record books at lA'C this year. He 
tied the school record for receptions 
in a season with 62 while breaking 
the single-season receiving yard 
record with 1,107 yards. Brossman 
also tied his own record of 15 
touchdowns in a season and points 
scorcci with 94, he set both records 
last year. 

In the win against Albright this 
season, Brossman set both the sin- 
gle-game recei\'ing yards record and 
receptions record (337, 14). 

Brossman, as of press time, leads 
the NCAA in any division (DI-A, 
DI-AA, DTI and Dili) this season 
for most receptions yards in a single 
game. 

On the other side of die ball, as a 
punter, Brossman booted the ball 42 
times for a total of 1 ,562 yards. His 
season long was a 64 yarder and he 
trapped the other team inside their 
2()-yard line 13 rimes. 

There is football in Erossman's 



blood. "My father and grandfather 
introduced me into the sport be- 
cause my grandfather was a great 
football player. ..my dad taug^it mc 
everything I know." 

His family values showed through 
as after he caught his career record- 
breaking Touchdown pass be shared 
the milestone with his father. 

"Brossman .is a special young 
man," said Coach Jim Monos. "He 
is a talented football player and has 
an excellent work ethic, too. He not 
only has these qualities, but he wants 
to have the opportunity to make big 
plays for the team." 

Monos went on to say that the 
combination of Brossman and sen- 
ior Dan Kelly at t]uarterback was 
one of the best combinations he's 
ever coached. "They worked hard to 
get on tlic same page and this \car 
was the culmination of that hard 
work." 

Kelly fttttibutes Brossman's suc- 
cess to his knack for the balL "He 
has great instincts and always seems 
to be in the right place at the right 
time." 

As for Brossman, he humbly char- 
acterized his success as a product (>f 
"the teamwork and family bond that 
our team shows on the field." 

The unity of the Dutchmen foot- 
ball team this season was matched 
only by that of the field hockey 
team. 

One of the greatest offensive 
weapons for the LVC field hockey 
squad was Sullivan. Throughout the 
year, she accumulated 42 points in 21 
games for an average of t\vo pfiinrs 
per game. Only Steph Marguglio, 
senior captain, accumulated more 
points. Sullivan also placed second
